Speakibg of the racing just cio>od at Now Orleans 
the Picayune of March 23 had this to say : 

“The winter racing season, which closed yester- 
dsy. has been the most successful iu the history of 
the sport in the stuith. The game was a decided 
improvement over previous years, and this in a 
measure can be accounted for by the progressire 
spirit shown by the management. A liberal policy 
was adopte<l by them this year, the purses were 
raised, and the old stereotyped guaranteed value 
events were done away with, and in their stead 
added money events were given. 

“This naturally drew a much better class of own- 
ers and horses here, and with them came an im- 
provement in the racing. Profiting by their exper- 
ience this year, the club will still further branch 
out. and next season will find some further increase 
in the amount of money hung up. 

“If the present plans are adhered to, it will mean 
that many of the larger stables in the east will be 
seen here when the season of 1902-03 is ushered in. 
The money which will be hung up will warrant 
owners standing good horses here. The days of the 
$250 purses are past, and with it goes the merry-go- 
round skates which masiiueraded here some few 
years ago as race horses. 

“A number of metropolitan horsemen came here 
...iaat winter for the first time. All w'ore well satisfied 
and many left with the firm intention of coming 
back again and bringing the best horses they could 
buy. So shrewd a turfman as W. Lakeland was 
quick to see the advantages of campaigning a string 
of useful horses here. He argued that a horseman 
could gather up half a dozen fair class horses, win 
a few purses and then dispose of them at handsome 
profits. Take, for instance, the horses Death, Myn- 
heer and Piederich. Neither one of the three were 
thought much of in the east, and any one of them 
could have been purchased at a reasonable figure 
at Dennings. As a matter of fact. Death was sold 
for to Arthur Worley. He brought the old 

Charaxus gelding here, w’on half a dozen races wiih 
him, and sold him for .>*2.000 to U. Robinson. In a 
few’ weeks Robinson refused twice this amount for 
him. Then there was Mynheer. He was only a 
cheapsellinc’ plater running for .^400 and .<500 a round 
the Aqueduct and Washington tracks. Yet he came 
here, ran a few* good races and was disposed of for 
$2, .500. Piederich cost his owner $700. He won 
something like $2.COO in purses, and was sold for 
$3,000. This shows the possibilities of what a 
shrewd horseman can do. The trouble in j)ast 
years has l>een that ewners brought worthless ma- 
terial here, and the result was that they reaped but 
little, if any, i^rofits. Now that the l)oomison, it 
is hoi>ed that the club will do its part, and, if it 
can ‘^ee its way clear, it is more than likely that it 
will increase the purses still more next year. 

“This season $300 pur>es were distributed. Next 
year the purses will probably be raised to .$400, wdth 
a $.500 handicap every afterncKm for the better class 
horses. John W. Schorr, George C. Hennett, Wil- 
liam Lakeland. David Gideon and the Messrs. 
Morris have already engaged stalls for next sea- 
son.” 

GOSSIP OF THK TL KF. 

The Daily America of March 23 has this to say 

> (1.1 Nai-lnriii n; : ‘’.Stories published in this city 
on Friday l»> the efiect that Nasturiium, W. C. 
Whitney’s tliree-yeur-old Watercress— M;irgar:que 
colt, was gradually wasting away at Newmarket, as 
a result of an attack of catarrhal fever, suffered 
shortly after his arrival in England in January, 
were misleading. The impression one got from 
reading iheiii v. a.-' that Nasturtium not only would 
D(»t start in the Derby, but was a doubtful racing 
prop(,..^ition. Tliere is no better bor>e iu England 
or anywhere else. 

“The statement included in these misleading 
etoriee to the effect that Sydney Paget, the manager 



of Mr. Whitney *.s American stable, had formally 
announced that Nasturtium would not start in the 
Derby was, Mr. Paget asserts, utterly false. 

“ ‘I have never announced that Nasturtium would 
not start in the Derby,’ ho said yesterday. ‘I have 
never had the authority to make such au announce- 
ment’’ 

“While no formal announcement has been made, 
the fact that no one connected with the Whitney 
establishment has any hope of Nasturtium getting 
to the post in the Derby has been well known for a 
fortnight. The ailment already referred to, whiclt 
some folks think the colt took away from "Westbury 
with him, and others believe he contracted after 
landing on British soil, was hard to eradicate, and, 
while suffering from it, Nasturtium lost a good 
deal of flesh. 

“Mr. Huggins thought at first that the illness 
wonld prove insignificant and that Nasturtium 
would speedily shake it off, but he was disap- 
pointed. It refused to yield to treatment for several 
weeks. A Derby preparation is a serious business, 
and it is not thought likely that Huggins will at- 
tempt to rush so valuable a horse as Nasturtium 
through one, in bis weakened condition.” 

Intruder II., a sturdily built colt by Meddler, out 
of the sterling Pag WofiSngton, will be Mr. Whit- 
ney’s color-bearer in the great British classic. In- 
truder is a tough little colt, with a daEzling burst 
of speed, who went wrong last spring and did not 
got to the post. Ho made the voyage to England 
without sickness, and has been galloping so reso- 
lutely and smcothly at Newmarket that all the 
keen-witted British touts have taken a violent shine 
to him. 

NOTKS OF THE TURF. 

The Louisville firm of turfmen, Middleton Jnug- 
biuth. is reported to have offered $17,500 for J. E. 
Madden’s Pentecost, one of the most prominent of 
the western candidates for the American Derby. 
Madden has promised to put a price on this colt, 
and indications now are that Pentecost may ohange 
hands. 

Probably the most valuable foal in America was 
dropped at Baceland Stud last Sunday, the mare 
Bonnie Blue II., owned by Catesby W(x>dford foal- 
ing a chestnnt oolt by Sir Dixon. This youngster is 
an own brother to Blue Girl and Blues. His year- 
ling brother sold at auction last year for $10,000. 

Representative Gillett of Massachusetts recently 
introduced a bill in Congress to “protect state anti- 
gambling laws from nullification through inter- 
state gambling by telegraph.” The bill prohibits 
the sending of dispatches designed to promote pool 
selling, bookmaking, etc. 

Pastorella, by Springfield, which cost J. R. Keene 
$10,000 at Marcus Daly’s sale, has foaled a chestnut 
colt by Kingston. This is the mare’s second foal, 
the first being by Uambnrg. Silk Stocking has 
foaled a bay colt by Ingoldsby. 

The rnare Addie C. II. by Koscinsco (dam of Sid- 
ney Lucas, winner of the American Derby in 1900). 
arrived at Lexington. Ky., last Sunday, to be bred 
to Algol, now iu the stud at Ashland, the old home 
of Henry Clay. 

John E. Madden has purchased of the C. Elmer 
Railey Springhurst Stud, Lexington, Ky.. the brown 
mare Joanna, by Fui.setto— Jamaica, by Lexington. 
Joanna is a half sister to the sensational Foxhall. 

Nash Turuor. the jockey, who is now on his way 
to Memj)his from California, will, in all likelihood, 
have the mount on Wax Taper in the Moutgoiuory 
HzLudicap. 

The news comes from San Francisco that Alex 
Shields is regaining his health and will be able to 
leave for the east in a fortnight. 

Secretary Russwurm of the Nashville Jockey Club 
announces that a uine>day fall meeting will be held 
at Cumberland Park.

Commenting on the foregoing sale Judge Joseph 
J. Burke says in an article published in Morning 
Telegraph: “It operates against the business suc- 
cess of any breeding establishment to sell its 
annual pnKlnce to any om* or tw<» turfinen unless 
the youngsters arc in turn parceled out and resold 
BO as to go iuto other racing stables. 

“Of course, the best tried of all the youngsters 
wdll do battle for the stakes as the Alates come on 
for their decision ; and e(iually, of coarse, there will 
remain in the stable all but one, or perhaps two, 
the remainder never, perhaps, having the chance to 
run for the reputation of their birthplace, for the 
simple reason that some one or two stand out 
several lengths su|xirior to the others. 

“Now, if those thirty yearlings had gone iuto half 
a dozen or more different stables they would be 
constantly meeting each other, the best would wiu, 
and the honors divided. One day Mr. .Smith’s colt 
by Esher might wiu, the uext day -.uother colt by 
Esher, owned by Mr. Jones, might caoturo the stake 
because of a bit of better luck at the start, or in the 
course of the race or through better riding. 

“The idea is that with the product of a breeding 
farm divided up between some of the best stables, 
the chances of enhancing the reputation of that 
farm are better tliau if all the yearlings had gone 
into one i>er8on’s hands. 

“Already there is talk of organizing syndicates to 
purchase many of the yearlings whicii would come 
in the market, and i>redictions ar< made that the 
groat auctioueering firms of the coi dry will find a 
great falling off in their business. T!iis talk savors 
so much of ‘rainlMjw chasing’ that no one around 
New York is worrying about the thru iteiied decline 
in business. 

“The bulk of the yearlings bred for the turf will 
continue to be sold in open market, where compe- 
tition between the great men of the turf will serve 
to make those yearlings realize fancy i)rices pro- 
vided they are bred right. 

“Already friends of Mr. Camdeu say that ho has 
made a mistake in selling h^^ yearliiigs in a liiiiilod 
market, and not in an ooen one. Tiioro is no doubt 
that the Eshers would have averaged much more at 
auction than Messrs. Schorr and McCafferty paid 
for them ; but there were some by the untried stal- 



lion Handso ne, and they were nearly certain to go 
cheap, notwithstanding that Handsome is a son of 
Hanover, backed up on the dam’s side by Cinder- 
ella, who produced no less than seven winners, 
beginning with the ordinary racer Foreigner, by 
Fonso, and then giving us Ferrier, by Falsetto; 
Handsome, by Hanover; Hastings, by Spendthrift; 
Chelsea, by Longfellow ; Plaudit, by Himyar, and 
Gleuheini, by Hanover” 

KASTERN TURF NEWS. 

Of matters of current interest to eastern turfmen 
the New York Sun of Monday says : 

“There was a general moving of horses from 
Gravesend and Shoepshoad Bay tracks yesterday 
for Washington. ‘Father Bill’ Daly was active 
early in the day. He proceeded to send away Him- 
self, Cartoon, Botha, Hebron, Father Den, Fabius, 
Chiron, Hurry, Squid and Swamplands, leaving at 
home the two-year-olds Bobbinet, Annie Daly and 
Monidor. Himself worked three-quarters of a mile 
on Saturday in 1 :16 and was eased up. Daly’s 
horses made up the biggest string to leave Graves- 
end.* 

“At Gravesend on Saturday there was a larger 
turn-out of horses than at any previous time this 
year. V/illiara Hueston had his two-year-olds 
Cocagne, Telos, Couuterpoise and Lucky Day all 
out and three of them worked a quarter in 25i sec- 
onds. He also showed Reformer, who looks as if he 
would be a good three-year-old this season.” 

“M. F. Dwyer’s horses were conspicuous for their 
good condition, Ethics working three-quarters of a 
mile in 1 :23. His two-year-olds, William Stead and 
Hergenia were sent a quarter in 26 seconds. P. J. 
Dwyer’s horses, Lady Handspring, Merry Aorobht 
and Mennenfield, were allowed to gallop smartly, 
while Hackensack, Memphis and Attorney were 
worked through a quarter in 28 seconds. Newton 
Bennington’s two-year-old, Bensonhurst, created 
much favorable comment by doing an easy half- 
mile in 5* seconds. Kilogram, Jack Demund, Ref- 
eree, and, in fact, all the horses in Fred Berlew’s 
care are in excellent shape just now. 

“At Sheepshead Bay on Saturday trainer Jack 
Joyner occupied the track for a while with Perry 
Belmont’s Flywheel and Numeral, and several 
other horses belonging to other turfmen. Fly- 
wheel has grown big and hardy during the winter 
and great things are expected of him during the 
coming campaign. John Taber’s fast two-year-old, 
George W. Dash, covered three furlongs in 37i sec- 
I onds, the best record for the day. Peter Wimmer 
was about the busiest trainer at the track. In 
j addition to Black more, Garry Herrmann, Hands 
Across, Hyphen and Haversack, Wimmer showed 
the two-year-old colt. Blue Ribbon, by Sir Dixon— 
Bonnie Blue II., who is a full brother to Blues and 
Blue Girl. The youngster, while not much as to 
size and power, showed plenty of speed and an ex- 
cellent style. He did a quarter in 26 seconds, fol- 
i lowed by the other youngsters. Oil in the Can, East 
Indian, River Pirate and Indian Fairy. Other 
trainers who wore occupied were W. O. Scully, 
William Beckett, Thomas Green, F. A. Jones, J. H. 
McAvoy, Frank McCabe and W. J. Smith. Both 
tracks were in g<K>d shai>e. 

“President William A. Engemau of the Brighton 
Beach Racing Association has decided to erect a 
commodious and comfortable field stand which 
will compare favorably with any field stand on the 
Metropolitan circuit. The new stand will be from 
designs by Frank H. Quinby of New York. It is 
estimated th^t the structure will cost about $.50,- 
000. The gen ;ral dimensions will be 80 by 200 feet, 
and it will a< ?ominodate 3,500 j>ersons comfortably. 
The roof will be of a design similar to that on the 
grandstand. It will liave a span of nearly 100 feet 
and it will extend a distance of 45 feet over the front 
seats, thus giving ample protection from sun and 
rain. The spectators may have a perfect view of 
every race ru.i regardless of their position in the 
stand.”

Wilson’s private horse car he could hardly walk, 
and was almost dragged to Beaumont farm, where 
he aud the brood mares owned by R. T. Wilson, Jr., 
of New York, are now quartered. The Parader won 
the Realization, Withers and other great races.

A. Bullock, who. though a shade uuder size, is go- 
ing as good as anything in training of his age, and 
he will likely be heard from favorably in all his 
early races. He is a half brother to the Oaks win- 
ner, Buela (Lou Bramble), for which W'. C. Whitney 
gave a big price when she was a three-year-old. 

Rei>orts from Paris, Ky., speak glowingly of the 
two-year-old half sister to Pink Coat, by Candle- 
mas, owned by Woodford A Buckner, in whose 
colors her noted half brother has earned all his 
great turf triumphs. She will be turned over to 
trainer Buck Franklin in about ten days.

Handspring’s second dam was by 
the successful sire imp. Glen Athol, a i on of Blair Athol, winner of the Derby and St. Leger, and he out 
of Blink Bonny, by Melbourne, and she won both the Derby and Oaks, and grandson of both Pocahontas 
and Queen Mary and sire of the Derby and St. Leger winner Silvio, and the great Prince Charlie, prob- 
ably the fastest horse that ever ran in England. Handspring’s next dam is by none other than the 
great and only Glencoe. Going back to Rayou d'Or we find him out of a mare by the son of the immor- 
tal Touchslv-ne, the foundation stone of nearly all perfect pedigrees, and her second dam was old Poca- 
hontas herself, by imp. Glencoe. Thus combining several times over the wonderful Glencoe blood. 
Any breeder stinting a good mare to Handspring has a chance to produce the greatest horse that ever 
lived , and his stud fee is certainly a very low one. taking everything into consideration.

Brown horse, J6..ii Icalcd loVHj, Longfellow, dam Buff and Blue, by War Dance. Rain- 

bow’ won the RrrK>klyn Derby end many other races, in which he defeated the best horses in training, 
and during hifc threo-.\ oar oid {oi’iii ’Wuike.’ a milt and a half trial in 2:36 over the (’oncy Island tracK. 
Rainbow’s dam, Buff and Bine, is by War Dance, one of the best of Lexington’s sons, out of the 
famous old matron. Reel, by imp. Glencoe. Buff and Blue also produced Bright Phoebus (winner of the 
Realization Stakes), Monita Hardy, Sister Geneva (dam of Carnero), and other winners. His second 
dam. Balloon, w’as one of the greatest long distance race mares ever seen in this country and pr^uced 
the famous brood mare Ballet. Rainbow is one of the finest thoroughbred stallions in America and sold 
for $8,200 as a yearling. Rainbow’ made his first season in the stud at Melbourne in 1900, but he was 
stinted to a few mares before that and from those services he has had seven starters, every one of which 
has been returned a winner, including the three high class performers Menace, who won eighteen races, 
a greater number than any other three-year-old filly in training in 1901 ; Wealth, a three-year-old filly, 
who in her first and maiden start forced the noted Futurity winner Ogden, then an older horse, to run 
a mile under 1 :40 to beat her a head, and Percy F., a several times stake winner. For 1902 Rainbow is 
limited to thi/ty mares, of which twenty w’ill be his owner’s. 

St « J IJ! M LTMT'^’ED TO THIRTY MARES $50 

Own brother to the stake w inners and successful sires Prince of Monaco and St. Carlo. Chestnut horse 
16 hands high, foaled 1891, by imp. St. Blaise— Carina by Kingfisher. St. -Julien was a stake winner and 
raced w’ith success as a two and tliree-year-t>ld, winning The Larch mont Stakes, 3-4 in 1 :12, and other races, 
and was beaten a head by John Cooi>er in the Vreeland Handicap, 7-8 in 1 :28. St. Julien was only stinted - 
to a very few mares previous to going regularly in the stud at Melbourne in 1901, yet he has sired the 
flying >lyrtle Dell, who made a track record as a two-year-old in 1901. Sard Seething, St. Dean, Kabyle, 
Princess Julien, Blonde Grayson, etc. Mr. Barnes thinks St. Julien fully the equal of his full brothers, 
St. Carlo and Prince of Monaco. He U a sure foal getter, having twenty-eight mares in foal from a 
service of thirty-three last year. He is also a grand breeder of individuality and as fine a tempered 
hersie as there is in Kentucky.

Sire of Faneywood, Blennenworth, Monarka, Precur- 
sor, Autumn Leaves. Sting, Kilmantle, who won twice and was placed four other times out of seven 
starts in England in 1901, Colbert, and many other winners. 

The Melbourne Stud now consists of five stallions and 108 of as finely bred young matrons as can be 
found on any single brt^ing farm in this country. The mares are now kept on eight different farms and 
the yearlings on four different farms— far apart and yet within a few miles of Melbourne, for it is my 
fixed opinion that strictly high-class race horses can be bred w’ith more success if kept apart in small 
lots rather than banded together in large numbers. 

Mares kept in box stalls, well bedded down, the charges will be $10 per month, when running on 
«ass $5, which must be considered a very low price, considering the established reputation the Mel- 
bourne Stud has for the care of its stallions, mares and all thoroughbred stock. It is a practice at the 
Melbourne Stud to try the mares three times a week until the first of June, and after that time every day 
until the season closes, July 1st, which is a guarantee that every mare will be got in foal, if care and 
attention will accomplish this end.
